The 
circumstances are as follows: — Tlie 
Melbourne Chnmberof Commcrcogavo 
a comDlimeDtary dinner to the'^Hon. 
John Youug,ofMoutreal,repro30utativo 
of Canada at the recent exhibitiou at 
Sydney, who was oommiaeioned by tlie 
Oauadian Government to ascertain and 
report whether the direct trade rehi- 

"'tions between tho two colonies might 
■not be increased. Tho Hon. John 
"Young, in hi.s apHOch.attho dinner, 
advocated free trade pjrinciples as bene- 
ficial to colonial dovelopement, trade, 
and prosperity, and in a' guarded 
manner expressed bis regret at tho 
protection policy udoptod by tho pro- 
vince of Victoria, and his hope that at 
no distant date free-trade measures 
would ba iidopted. Theso remarks 
elicited from bir Charles Gavan Dully, 

' yrho is tho Sponlior of tho Legislative 
Assembly of Victoria, roiuo remarks in 
defence of his having adopted protec- 
tionist principles in relation to Aus- 
tralian politics. In the .course of his 
speech he said he had started in this 
colony with a strong couvictiou in 
favour of free trade. Ho wa.s in Lon- 
don some years ago, whon the protect- 
tiou tarill was almost unnnimoii.sly 
adopted by tho Parliament of Victoria, 
and he took the step of consulting 
John Bright, John Stuart IMill, and 
Thomas Carlyle on 'the subject. He 
said to John Bright "iili niy life will 
be spent in Australia. 1 am a free 
trader, as you know. Ami to retire, 
therefore, from public life? What 
■would '.you do under tho circinn- 
■tances?" Mr. Bright replied, "If there 
are particular industries that cau llour- 
ish in that country, and it is tho de- 
termination of the people to oncourugo 
them, I ■would grant buiiuses on certain 
industries liborally in order to promote 
^ : them; or I would come to an agreo- 
' " me'nt with the protectionists to protect 
a certain number of articles for a 
certain number of years, and let them 
try the experiment." Mr. John Stntirt 
Hill aaid maoh the eame— and Thoman 
Oarlyls aaid "No country under tho aky 
hty» over got mnnufuctiirora except by 
Bponding the fuudu of tlio Stiito Id phuit

"I rocoUoot mooting Sir Ghiirio.i (iaviui 
DnfTy on his visit to this country, hut I 
h&va not the least recollection that wo bad 
any conTorsation on tho subject of pro- 
tootion, or tho ])oli';y of llie ])r()vineo of 
Victoria on tlint qu'.'Htion. if any .^uch 
convcrfiation took place, 1 can Huy witii 
oonSdenco that my views had ijoen entire- 
ly misundoratooil and misrepresented ))y 
8ir Charles. Tho words whieh ho ])uts 
into niy moutli are much like in meaning 
to what I think I have seen in Homo of tho j 
writings of Mr. John Stuart Mill, and it 
may ba that Kir tJharh.'S may liavo iii;id- 
vertontly attributed to mo what bo Las 
haard from Mr. M., or read in some of 
his works. 

"If aOovornmont voted a mm of money 
to support u fiteiimboat onterpri.'io which 
was doomed of great service to t ho eoimlry 
but Tfliioh, from its novelty or its risk, 
private capitalists woulil not umlertuLo, 
I should say that^n doing this no souikI 
prinoiple would be broken, and tbnt tho 
public interest might iiossibly l)o -ivisely 

SOITOd. 

"So if a Oovornmeiil thought timt n 
new culture! might ))o introduced into tho 
country, flueh aw grapo or tea, it might 
•ppropriato a sum of money to make tbut 
exptrimont, loaving its future progrissor 
fats entirely tu tlm iudUtttty and'dianoni- 
tion of tho people. But to enaot a' tarilT 



imjiosing heavy dutioH ou mo:it important 
articles of import, to ostablisli an oppro«- 
sivo and costly system of custom-houses 
to build ui> apeoial interests before thoir 
time, or industries which might never 
tlirivo in tlao free air of competition, at 
tlio oxpcusa of taxation upon tlia whole 
people, levied partly at thn liigh prices 
which ara sought to bo obtained on the 
homo-made and protected article, is a 
policy so unsound and so injurious that I 
am greatiy surprised that anyone in the 
least acquainted with me or with my lifo 
should have supposed it possible that I 
should have given it my support. 
•(^"Englishmen form colonies at a distance 
from tho mothor country. Thoy throw off 
many of tho superstitions which uro stilt 
to a largo extant cbsrieUed in England. In 
raspect of protection by means of a pro- 
toctivo or roBtriotivo tariff, tha colony of 
Victoria clings to a superstition or error 
which we in England have abandoned. 
Our oipericnca is couchisivo as to tho 
wisdom of ourpolicy. Victoria is young, 
and thinks she kiio-ws more and hatter 
than wa know. But she finds herself not 
at the head, >but at tho tail of the groat 
Australian communitiea;a» to her Buccoa.s 
at tho growth of wealth, she may discover 
that industry has no greater enemy than 
a protective or r«striotiv« tarifT.

"POST-PRANDIAL UTTERANCES."

All good citizens are sorry to know tliat 
at a public dinnar, given in thi^oity, nfew 
■3ayB ago, ia honor oi an old and valued 
resident, a , misunderstttnding arose in 
consequence 6£ a remark which fell from 
the Mayor (who presided) whilst in the 
act of proposing the health of the guest 
of the evening. Tho remark was capable 
of more than one construction; but a 
few of the guests pliicod upon it the 
very worst construction tbiit it \Ya3 cnpn- 
blo of bearing, uud loudly expressed their 
disapprobation on tho spot. Wo do not 
say lior do wo bcliovo that this con- 
Btruction was adopted as conveying the 
true significance of the words tittered by 
tha Mayor for the ptirposo of involvinjj 
him in a personal diffloulty; but wo do 
think that where words are capable ■ of 
more than one meaii'ng, the least ob- 
jectionable is the one which phouhl bo 
adopted. At political gatboiings, whi ro 
the lynx-eyed opponents of a candidate 
assemble in strouK force to scan his every 
word and guesture, and to mako the niost 
of every unfortunate /a«.T; or slip of 
tho tongue of which he may bo K'lilt.v. 
it is uot uuubual to find a molehill ciui- 
vertodintoa mountain; but a couvivul 
gathering that in no Benae [lart ikc-* of the 
cbaracioi' of a political dinner, ia the very 
' last place op eartli where politics nbonLI 
be introduced or where misoonslruutions 
are allowable. The remark ol the Mayor, 
to which exception was taken, as stated 
by a corrcsuoiident in yesterday's issue, 
was thi^i: '' Ho hoped that tho day wai 
not far distant when there would no need 
of an American Conanl in British Coinni- 
bia." The gentlemen who took exeoption 
to the words claim that tho meaning of 
the Mayor was that he hoped at no 
very remote day to see this Proviuco an- 
nexed to the United States. Now it must 
bo plain to overyoiio tbat tho words are 
as saaoaptible o"f tho invorto as the re- 
verse oonstr notion. At tho dinner there 
wore present a large numbor of Aoierieau 
gentlemen. Did one of their number rise 
to his feet and douonnce the Mayor for 
expressiug a hope that the day was not 
far di-stant when the Uuited States would 
be annexed to Canada ? If any such did 
- rise to his feet wo are unaware of tho fact; 
and yet wo ^eo .18 Htrong reason for the 
one nationality to object to tho May(jr's 
remark as for the other, and very little 
gconad for objection from either. For 
our part we alttch no significance to the 
Mayor's remark beyond tho mere espres- 
sion of a desire to see tho two great Auglo 
Saxon peoples drawn closer together in 
fraternal bonds;— a wish Tvhich, we are 
sure, nearly all who hoard them havo fre- 
quently entertained and expressed. Tho 
recent warth reception of General Grant 
in Great Britain called forth many ex 
pressions of a laudatory character to'.vartla 
the Great Eepublic and its form of gov- 
ernment; and tho greatest men of Eng- 
land and Scotland vied with each other 
in hoping that the day would come when 
thero would be a union of all the English- 
speaking races on the face of the earth. 
No one bhouted " treason " when that sen- 
timent was nttorod. As for annexation, 
that is a political chau;.-o ho far removed 
from the range of possiliility that to evi-ii 
discuss its probability would b() absurd. 
Mr. Drake is a gentleman of too imich 
seuse not to recognize this fact, uud, 
therefore, we feel confidenoe in assorting 
that annexation was about the last thing 
he thonglitof when giving expression to 
the remark of which our valued corres- 
pondent ''British Columbian" complained 
in jeaterday's issue. The fact that Mv. 
Drake subsequently and in appropriate 
terms expressed his bincero regret that 
his remark had been misunderstood is 
not referred to hy our correspondent. 
Tho onUr.sion we consider iiniortraiale, 
nuder the ciicumst.uicos. Mr. JJiake's 
political leaning, or his opiniou as to the 
manner in which the Province has been 
treated by Canada, or the fact that ho once 
hoisted tire Stars and Stripes over his re- 
side nco has not tho slightest significance 
wbon considtired in connection with his 
remark — hie) harmless remark— of Tues- 
day evening. On the .same piinciplo, 
the mere presi^nco of an lingii-h- 
man or Canadian at tho dinner 
given in honor of an American citizen 
and ex ( Ciciai might be objected to, 
nnd "]jiiii~h Columbian" miRht himself 
be fourid placed in Ijot w.iter by some of 
his superiovftl fellon-eii izons. 'J'lie ro 
murk attributed to tho Mu.yoi- afn-r the 
dinner had eloted, "to covoj- his ret.i at," 
was cettainly insultiog to C'anailian-i as a 
chiss. The Oanadiai) re8i■ient^> in J'.ritidi 
Columbia wdl comiiarc! favorably wi;li 
any ether el,un. In ;.ll gentlemanly ([uali 
iicnlionsuud uttMljutes, in eduo.iti 'ii, cu 
terpriTC, and I.m hnvior, they are not a wliit 
behind the natives of the euinilry of which 
tho Mayor ia a native, and whichwould bo 
'. "proud to enrol tbem among her citizens— 
as she hasnlready enrolled many distin 
guirtbed Canadiiins. We are toll, however, 
tliiit the remaik, if inaile at all, was uiaile 
under circnmstanee.i of tue .■^troiige^t pm- 
Toentiiiu; that a system of persecution to- 
^ward.-* the Mayor, wliiidi began before the 
guests Bat down to tlie table, was cuntiiin- 
ed tbionghout tlio repa'-t, nnd reached itr 
culminaiing point afttv the jiaity had 
broken up. Nnw, in justice to the .Mayor, 
wo think wo havo a right t(5 a^k "Ijiiii-h 
Coluuildan" whether lie is nui awaru that 
very ntrong language refieeiing on tho 
Mayor and his nationality was nsed 
bfrforexha oUcnsivo reference to Canadiauo 
■ — which was in the form of a retort— was 
made by him? Experience has s'hown 
tliat even a M*yor may bo goa<led and ir- 
ritated until ho usei) latigu.ige that, after 
be has had time to reflect, he will regret 
«i much as any one could.

EUROPE. 

London, Sept. 21. — A correspondent 



who was present at tho battle of Plevna 
telegraphing from ]5u(diar.-st, Sept. 17th, 
says the llusso-Koumaniiui army has 
abandoned now withcjcit even a pretence 
of prosecuting an attempt against Plevna, 
ami fallen back into to the position ocon- 
I'ied before commencement of the bom- 
bnrdinent. Tho field artillery remains 
still in some poaiiion for IximbardmiMit. 
It is auuouuced that a third renewal is 
intended on arrival of tho Imperial guard 
in a fortnight. I have great doubt whe- 
ther another attempt will be made and a 
very much stronger doubt whether, if 
made, it can succeed. The Turks are better 
soldiers individually than the Russians, of 
that, seeing not a few batth s, I stand a.s- 
•sured. The strategy of both, perhap.s, is 
eipially bad; but as regards major and 
minor tactics, the Turks are simply im- 
measurably superior; they are better 
armed than the Russians both in grcit 
and small arms. They have engineer.i 
who can design admirable drfousivo posi- 
tions, while the liu.'^Hiaii engineeis seem 
incapable of scarcely even repairing a 
holo in a bridge. The Turks seem as 
well provisioned as tho Kussiuns, and aro 
Hushed with success.Tho Russians are de- 
pressed by failure after failnre;nor is this 
all that impairs Russian soldiers, for tiiat 
It is becoming impaired by relnctiuit per- 
.sonal obaervaiious of tho war I can testify 
thero is no braver man than a lUissiau 
soldier; but a bravo ssiddier cannot con- 
tinual ly face more than fair chances of 
war. Tiio Russians is called on to face 
these and (lani-;er.s in addition which ap- 
jieal with infinitely greater intensity of 
terror to his imagi'iation. lie knows tli'it 
if he but receives a bullet jn the ankh- joint 
wlieu ho is iu front of au ii iisucces>i u 1 at- 
tack, tho chances are ho will die a di'ath of 
torture, humiliation and mutilation. \o 
moral courage, no ment il li irdiliood cm 
htaud again.'.l this liorrible eoiuieioinness, 
and ia ttio at-laek of the 1 llli iiist. I dis- 
tinctly observed his reluotanco to begin 
storming.

The Douglas Memorial. 

Editoii CoLONisT:--Not being at tho 
]niblic meeting la-t evening I beg mow to 
uiTer a few remarks on tho two proposi- 
tions that were discussed as to tho shape 
a memorial should assume. Both the 
ho-spital and scholarship schomcs will no 
doubt meet with much favor throughout 
tiio rroviiice; tho question therefore is, 
which of them is tlio bettor one? The 
idea most prominent seems to bo that of 
gonoralizatioii— giving tho memorial such 
a cliaractor as will commend it to the Pro- 
vince at large— interest every ro'-idont of 
both town and country, and at the saiuo 
time avoid all appeatancQ of local preju- 
dice and favoritism. Would this dcsira- 
blo end be accomnlishod by enlarging tho 
lloyal Ilo.ipital iti Victoria? Would not 
Now Westminster, Nanaimo, Carilioo and 
ovLii Oiissiar put.iu claims for a sliaro of 
tho contributions? And will not tho pou- 
plo interested iu thoso institutions natur- 
ally ask why Victoria should saek for all 
the aggrandizement growing out of the 
spontaneous regard of all British Colum- 
bians, as will be manifested by thoir sub- 
scriptioiiB, for the mmnory of the depart- 
ed statesman ? Looking at tho hospital 
proposition then from this standpoint it 
does not seem likely that uuauimity of 
opiniou and action can be attained, either 
to concentrate all the funds likely to bu 
procured on an additional wing to the 
liosjiital buihiing here, or to divide them 
for tho beuclit of all .such ostablisbments 
throughout tho Proviiice. 

The more the scholarship project is oi- 
aminoil and discussed, tho more, in aiy 
hunihlo opinson, will it commend itself to 
all wtio feol interested in briugiiig this 
matter to a Huocossful iisuo. Wo have 
iRMV one liiyh Kcliool iu operation, and bu- 
fore long another will have to bo estub- 
lished ill New Westminster. Not many 
years will elapse before Nanaimo, also, 
will be entitled to such an cxti-nsion of 
our Kclio j1 sy.ttem. A schohir.ihip then, 
would bo a powerful incentive to tho pu- 
pils, not only of thi! high sehoolH, but to 
those of t ho denominational and private 
schools in Victoria aud elsewhere. With 
such a valuable prize iu view a spirit of 
emulation would be ongonderad which 
would enlist tho active co-operation of 
every teacher aud every parent through- 
out the Province. The humblest puiji) in 
tho most out-of tho-w.ay school district 
would h-ivo an interest in this pcholariihip 
eipial to that of tho most aspiring youth 
in tho more favored centres of population. 
As the benefits accruing from it would 
thus be open to all, so all would bo inter- 
ested in effeoting its consummation, nnd 
who can tell how much British Colum- 
bian talent may by this means bo dorel- 
oped, or how many worthy men mny be- 
ci-ine liku tho lats Sir James Douglas, dis- 
tiuf^uishod as statesmen, or wko may add 
lustre to numerous other walks in life? 
Besides, if the opportunity thus ptesont- 
o.\ were tiirniHl in such a direction would 
it not form a good nucleus for a Provin 
ci d uuivorsity? The location of such an 
insiitation need not enter into the di.icua- 
sion. SufBco it to say that tho time is 
fast approaching when it will be neoctSK- 
ry fur this Province to complete her 
school sy-'tL-m by the eatablishmaut of nn 
uiiivor.-<ity capablo of conferring degree* 
in law, iiiedicino, scienco and art. Who 
knows but that in tho not distant future 
benoviileiit and philauthropio individuals 
may fool inclined to endow other scholar 
ships should this movement fortunately 
tend in that direction. What has taken 
pluco ia other countries may occur liere; 
and future generations may havo onuso 
for gratitude and thankfulness for tha en- 
lightened and far-seoing policy which sug- 
gested, and which, I hopii, will carry out 
tho schohusliij) proposal. 

Apropos to the university, I obisrva 
that Manitoba, a younger Province than 
British Columbia, has already established 
one. Shall the Pacific Prorinco remain 
long behind her Prairie si.stor ?

' ■ ''After celebrating Mass for tlio blodsing 
y' of God on our conlpuiplutod vogago to 
prbpa^te thePaitb, we left Fort Tuwn- 
Aeind,iWasliingtoQ Territory, on Sumluy 
June l7th, on board tlie steamsbip 8t. 
Paul, a uoblo tossoI 210 fcct in leiigih 
and litted-iip with all tho modoni iin- 
proTomenta for strength and uccouiuaodu- 
tion.

steaming oi)t tlirou;;h Piigt-t Honiid,(:l/0 
veBsol's prow «i>s pointed toward the 
Nortli, and Victoi ia could plainly be soi-n 
from behind Kaco llnolcs. In tho nftc-r- 
tioon wo loat sight of tho dear little place, 
but not without a bincero wish and a f(!i-- 
▼ont hope of .scyiug it agaiu oui/o aioio iu 
the distant future. Before leaving tho 
Straits of Fuca we otijoyiid tho Lio.unifiil 
sight of iseeing twoivu hugo vo.s.soLs 
bound inward, eacli under full sail and 
speeding along before a favorable broezo. 
At 9 a. m. -we passed Cape Flattery, ar;il 
here commoncod our i-trngglo with tho 
heayy swells of the ocean whieh a stroug 
headwind from tho Nortli west helped con- 
siderably to iuLTcas-j both in si.^o and vio- 
lence. Thi.s of eoui'su pni i lui; hors ile 
combat, so that on tbo lollowing day 1 
ba»o hardly any reeollnetion, as I hatl to 
pass under tlieyoke of Neptuno.pay him 
ths usual tribute which heexacts from all 
landsmen irresjiootivo of rank or ago, and 
then give myself up to the arms of i\Ior- 
pheuB. All I know is tliat r-onio time in 
the afternoon wa wen; abreaH of Clay-o- 
quot, with a chopping stu and a hea l 
wind which made all the poetry of "a 
life on tho ocean ware" vanish like a 
dream. 

Next day. whoa I becamo accustomed 
to the vessel's motion, we had|a lively de- 
bate on board about the objection usual- 
ly mndo by Foa faring men to haying 
clergymen on board ship, and tho oil'eet 
their presence is supposed to have in jiro- 
ducing head wiuds and heavy sras. One 
of the mates contended that hia exper- 
ience bad taught him that whenever they 
hadclergymeD onboard they did notexiiect 
either fair wind or good weathcn-, and 
he triumphantly pointed to unv present 
predictment in ))roof of hi.s theory. Ho 
also stated that last year they had left, 
Unalaska in December; some Kussian 
clergymen had been on board ouly a few 
minutofc before they started on their voy- 
age, and behold! thej' had so much head 
wind on their trip that it took them seven 
taen days to roach H.'iu Fnmeisco! Of 
course I took the olhi-r iiiuo, and held up 
the dignity of tho clutb, jiroving, by au 
argumentequttlly forcible that thupreaenco 
of olorgymon on board ship ia utti iided 
with both fair wind and weather, luid ro- 
lalod tho following incident, which gained 
tho victory for our i-ido of tho debatL'. In 
18G4 I took pasMigo at, Victoria on board a 
schooner bound lor Nanaimo, but when I 
reached tho wharf in the morning to go 
onboard I found I was too lato, as the 
schooner bad left the harbor. At (> p. m. 
she sailed as far as lieacou Hill, off which 
she lay boonlnied. I then got a lioat aud 
rowed on board of her, and jii.st as I went 
on board of hcrja brciz ■ sprang n^) which 
took us iu two day.s to Nanaimo. llenco, 
tho natural conclusion: If I bad not bo u il- 
ttd her abreast of Beacon B.il\,s?ie!nif//il be 
there yet! My victory was comjiletc, whou, 
on the followingilay a breeze can;e out of 
the South-east, bofoio which wo .■spread 
ovary inch of canvas and bowled alony at 
thirteen knots uii hour, everybody in- 
Tigorated by the thought of a pleasuut 
And speedy voyage. 

The next "day (Sunday) was foggy,

Around the World in Eighty Days. 

A large honsB greeted tho first appear- 
ance of tho Bert Dramatic ComiDany last 
evening. Tho piece presented was a 
dramatization of Jules Verne's clever no- 
vel of " tlonud the Worldiu Eighty Days" 
iu which Phiieaa Fogg, an occeuti ic Eng- 
lishmau, wagers £50,000 at his Club that 
he will make the oironitoftbe world in 
eighty days. Ho starts, accompanied by 
his strvaut, Jean Paiisopartout, and fol- 
lowed by Mr. lienuoU, au American, 
whom ho has olYeuded in Loudon, autl 
who challongOB him to light a duel at 
every 2ihice they touch, and by Fix, a de 
tootivo, who thinks Fogg has robbed the 
Bank of England of £50,000 and tries to 
arrest him. In India tbo party savo a 
widow and her sister from tho Suttee; in 
San Frauoisoo thsy uro fleeced by ptock- 
gamblors; on the Plains they are captur- 
(ul and all but scalped by Indians; aud on 
tlio Atlantic they wero blown up by a 
boiler explosion. Fogg arrives at his 
club as tho clock strikes 9 on lha 80tU 
day and iiockots the stake. Tht, thread 
of tho story is well ijreserrod in the 
drama, and the intdrest ia heightened by 
tho excellence of ^le stage machinery. We 
have, for instance, a P. it O. steamer 
witli miioko and flimo issuing from 
her stactis niid a steamer whistle sound- 
ing, a snowstorm, and a looomotiva and 
a train of curs on tiio plaini and a steam- 
bi at iu midocean under full headway aud 
lioally exploding her boilers. Last night's 
performance proves that tho company is 
one of tho beat, if not the best, that has 
visited Victoria. Mrs. Norton linsb, to 
whom was entru.'^toil the char.icter of 
Aoutla, is a most accomplished aoiioas. 
She was frequently and lio.irtily applaud- 
ed aud made a favorable impresiiun. Miss 
Julia Abbott as Ayeesha. and Miss lioUi 
Deaves, as Nancy, were oxcellent. The 
latter is a Hi)iightly little lady of grout 
promise. Mr. Fdvriu Bert, who took the 
part of Fogg, was as cool and selfpo^seaBod 
as his great original, and under the most 
trying circumstauoes never lost his bal- 
ance. Mr. n. M. Brown appeared as De- 
tective Fix, aud was equally at home in 
Chiuoto, uogro, or Irii>h chsracterti. His 
was ono of the best pieces of acting we 
ever witnessed, and statnped Mr. Brown 
as a comedian of high merit. Mr. John 
Maguire took tbo part of J«faa Passep irt- 
out, admirably. He wan grand through 
out, but in tho suttee BOena and in the 
scene where he flxcsDelectiraFix and com 
pels him to disgorge his master's money, 
\v wa?i above criiicism. Mr Horuo took tho 
part of Mr. Bennett, aud wa^ sery good, 
as lie is iu oveiy part lin undoi takes. Mr. 
Doivostook several difficult cliarautira 
during tho evening, and acquitted himself 
well in all. Thereat of tho characters 
were well sustaiuod.

Vanity of Vanities. 

Five and twontiy years ago a cobbler 
from Piovonco landed iu Cairo and be- 
camo boot-makor by appoiutment to 
S.\iD Pasiia. M. Buavay, lor this was the 
"Koutcr's" namo, soon roso in tbo favour 
of S.viu. He wa^; an extremely funny 
Froucbman, full of wit, and sometbing 
of a clown and contorHohiat to boot. 
AVith'SAin's lielp.bobeciimea pr^litician, 
a Court intriguer, a liuanicial agent, 
and a milliuiuiiro. Ho took to speculat- 
ing in Egyptian stocks, and ultim- 
ately becamo Egypt's fiuancial ro- 
presentative on the continent. Be 
turuiurr to Frauco in I860, ho was re- 
ceived for the sake of tho money aud 
wenlth, and very privately, iu some 
respectable bouses. At Court he was 
publicly 'taken by the hand. Tho 
Emperor sent him down to Niames as 
an official candidate. Guizot'a friends 
Ibore prayed for heaven not to rain 
down lire and brimstone on tbe town. 
Biavay bad been twice rejected, boforo 
this happened, by the Corps Legisla- 
tif, to which he WBB returned, for "in- 
dignito." That chamber was obliged 
by tho Emperor to acoepti bira the 
third tinio ho presented himself for 
ndimssion. Said Pasha was prompted 
by iM. iiravay to presont to tho Em- 
press a gold coll'ee service, inlaid 
with gems and other knick- 
knacks. "Whenever Lord Polmerston 
gained au advantage at Cairo against 
Losseps, the Tuilories sent the "ci- 
devant" cobbler to counteract it. M. 
Bravay pavetl llic shoe-heels of his 
valets with diamonds, lined his car- 
riage with gold and silver brocade,aQd 
sliod Lis horses with an amalgam of 
precious nietals. De Lesaops found 
in hiiu a valuable auxiliary, for Bravay 
bad studied tho wtakiiesRea of Said 
Pasha, and iiiiuistered to tlioiu. He was 
worth forty-live inilliou francs iu 18G5. 

In 1866 Dame Fortune began to give 
hor wonderful cobbler the cold should- 
er. He fell desperately iu love with 
an Italian lady of rank, who w,^B little 
butter than an adventureBS, and ac 
cotupatiiod her to her Piedmont boine. 
St had a mania for Bourse aud other 
speculations, and often came to Paris 
to indulge in her passion. He paid 
hor losses and was reduced by her to 
the merest pittniico — thirty thousand 
francs, or thereabout. Blindness over- 
took him; the contessa died; and Bra- 
va}' bad to trust hiiuself and the wreck 
of bis fortune to a servaut,wbo robbed 
liiru nt Geneva, leaving him in tbo 
direst poverty. Death freed bim 
the other day from bis misery, as he 
was on tbe road to bis natal coinoiune. 
He was pfoing there to obtain leave 
from the Mayor, who was hia friend, 
to settle down into a waysido Barti- 
meus. Ou Bravay 's tombstone, which 
a quondam friend has erected, are iu- 
scribod the words: "Vanity of Vani- 
ties. All is Vanity." 

A Probable Horse Famine. — A piece 
of very importaut uows for Canada 
reaches us iu a correspondence by the 
last mail from England. It appears that 
Switzoiland baj imposed a duty of 800 
franca per borso on tbe exportation of 
horses— a measure equivalent to pro- 
hibition, -this following so clostdy upon 
the embargo placed upon ttinr exporta- 
tion by Russia, Germany, A ii Uia aud 
Hungary, is somewhat startling. Italy 
not being a very successful breeder, has 
hitherto drawn hor supplies from 
abroad, and as France is under»tood to 
bo very far short ol her complement 
with all tbe markets of Europe, except 
England, closed against ber, sLe li o 
may be caught with a short supply. Iu 
tbe event of England drifting into war, 
at least 20,000 horses would be neodod 
at once, aud the supply would havo to 
bo kept up. It is not, perhaps, generally 
known that England yearly imports 
25,000 horses. Tbo sou ices from which 
she draw.i these numbers are, for tho 
[iresent, unavailable, and will be so for 
some time to come. Should the war 
become general tbe wear and teat of 
borseflesb will be enormous. The fight- 
ing that has already taken place in both 
Euniptiui ;ind Asiatic Turkey lias used 
up vast uiiiniiers of hor.ses, and we road 
already of Ilii.ssia having attempted to 
))urcha80 '20,000— an attempt which has 
been foiled through- tbe action of the 
Governments we have mentioned. 
Should Frauce be forced to take part 
iu tbo struggle she must have horses 
in largo numbers at any pi ice. England, 
with herfieo tiiule policy, would not 
consent to forbid tbo i xpoi I or even 
to levy a prohibitory tax, therelore 
Franco uud Geriuuny wou|d have to go 
to England to inoiiiit themselvc s. Eor 
her J equireiueuls Eughiud would cer- 
tainly turn toGaUiida; tbe quality of 
Caii idiaii lioiscs isaln ady well known 
iu Eiiglaiid, wiiero lliey have distin- 
guished theuselvesin the Imutiug field, 
audit was recohled by Colonel JeDyna 
before I-.ord Rosebery's commiitee 
•'that Caiiiidian." innko tiist rate troaji 
horses, In-nig faiily bvid, excellent 
haclis, wi.'iuleifully aouiul and hardy, 
capital fencers — aud iu short, cxeoUent 
animals. "It may be possible for Cn nada 
to come to tbe front at this opi)()rtiino 
moiiieiii ; tbcro is yet t imo for a cou- 
Hidorablo sbi|itiient botore the winter 
sets ill. "It IS an ill wind that profits 
nobody;" lot us hope that ('auaila mtiy 
reap tbo buuelit of tho ^iv^umstauces 
which appear liH^^ airive.
